To  the  Mayor ,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Newark 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Health  Services  for  the  Borough  of  Newark-on-Trent 
for  the  year  1961.  The  Report  shows  a  very  satisfactory  state  of 
health  in  the  Borough  generally. 

Vital  Statistics  compare  favourably  with  those  for  England  and 
Wales.  There  has  been  a  rise  in  the  population  of  the  Borough. 
In  this  years  Report,  the  Crude  and  Corrected  (or  Adjusted)  Birth 
and  Death  Rates  are  given.  The  corrected  rates  are  calculated 
from  the  Comparability  Factor  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General 
and  by  this  means  the  corrected  figures  enable  one  to  compare  the 
rates  for  one  Authority  with  those  of  another. 

The  birth  rate  has  over  the  last  few  years  shown  a  steady  rise 
but  in  1961,  it  fell  somewhat  but  in  spite  of  this  the  number  of 
illegitimate  births  rose  rather  sharply  which  is  a  somewhat  disturbing 
feature  and  follows  the  national  trend  which  is  causing  much  con¬ 
cern  throughout  the  country. 

The  death  rate  has  risen  slightly  but  infant  mortality  rate  has 
fallen  sharply  and  has  reached  a  level  below  that  of  the  country 
generally.  These  rates  are  subject,  in  smaller  Authorities,  to  very 
considerable  variations  from  year  to  year,  but  as  will  be  noted  in 
the  body  of  the  Report,  prematurity  and  congenital  defects  are  the 
main  causes  of  death  and  with  our  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  causes 
of  these  conditions,  little  headway  can  be  made  in  the  prevention  of 
these  unfortunate  deaths. 

Once  again,  heart  and  circulatory  deseases  are  the  commonest 
forms  of  death  and  there  has  been  an  increase  in  deaths  from 
respiratory  causes.  It  will  also  be  noted  that  there  are  3  deaths 
from  tuberculosis  from  the  Registrar  Generals’  figures  but  it  will  be 
also  seen  from  the  body  of  the  Report  that  9  persons  died  who  were 
on  the  Tuberculosis  Registers  maintained  by  the  Health  Department. 
Last  year  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lungs  rose  considerably  over 
the  previous  year  and  there  has  been  a  further  slight  increase  in  1961. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  rose  to  a  high  level 
during  the  year  and  it  will  be  seen  that  measles  is  the  cause  of  this 
very  great  increase.  The  epidemic  that  started  towards  the  end  of 
1960  continued  into  the  early  part  of  1961  and  followed  the  usual 
biennial  pattern. 


The  notifications  of  infectious  disease  over  the  last  10  years 
appears  in  tabular  form  in  the  Report  and  is  well  worth  studying. 
Thus  the  greatest  proportion  is  due  to  measles.  Unfortunately, 
there  is  no  preventive  action  that  can  be  taken  against  this  disease 
and  it  is  questionable  whether  notification  serves  any  useful  purpose 
apart  from  a  statistical  point  of  view. 

Once  again,  no  cases  of  smallpox,  diphtheria,  enteric  fever  or 
acute  poliomyelitis  were  notified  and  is  a  cause  for  great  satisfaction. 

The  preventive  vaccination  and  immunisation  procedures  have 
continued  as  in  the  past  and  a  very  satisfying  and  monumental  task 
was  undertaken  in  the  giving  of  a  fourth  poliomyelitis  vaccine 
injection  to  all  school  children  between  the  ages  of  5  and  12  years. 
Fuller  details  are  given  in  the  Report  and  the  co-operation  of  all 
members  of  the  Staff  resulted  in  this  scheme  being  satisfactorily 
concluded  before  the  summer  vacation  although  the  scheme  did  not 
get  under  way  until  the  last  few  days  in  April. 

As  stated  above,  measles  is  our  most  common  infectious  disease 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  successful  vaccine  will  be  evolved  to 
prevent  this  illness.  Preliminary  vaccines  have  not  been  too  success¬ 
ful  at  present  but  there  is  little  doubt  that  it  is  only  a  question  of 
time  before  a  satisfactory  vaccine  will  be  made  and  the  sooner  the 
better.  The  question  then  of  notification  of  this  disease  will  be  a 
minor  matter  if  the  figures  shrink  as  in  the  case  of  diphtheria. 

Slum  Clearance  has  carried  on  steadily  and  again  as  stated  in 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspectors  Report  the  Department  is  well 
ahead  of  schedule  and  the  figures  given  in  his  Report  are  well  worth 
perusal,  and  give  much  food  for  thought. 

Much  very  useful  information  has  been  supplied  by  other 
departments  and  I  am  very  grateful  for  the  assistance  I  have  received 
at  all  times  from  all  members  of  the  Staff  and  the  Chief  Officers  of 
those  other  Departments.  I  would  like  to  thank  the  County  Medical 
Officer  for  his  help  with  regard  to  information  about  the  work  of 
the  County  Health  Department  in  the  Borough  and  finally  to  express 
my  sincere  thanks  to  you  Mr.  Chairman  and  all  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  and  also  members  of  the  Council  for  all  their 
help  and  assistance  in  carrying  out  our  work,  and  I  would  like  to  say 
thank  you  very  much  indeed  to  all  members  of  my  own  Staff  for 
all  they  have  done  during  the  year,  it  is  indeed  a  pleasure  to  work 
with  them.

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Infectious  Disease 


531  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the  year, 
the  highest  figure  since  1955,  and  compares  with  144  cases  in  1960. 


Measles 

493  cases  were  notified  compared  with  38  in  1960,  and  was  the 
highest  figure  since  1955.  21  cases  were  notified  in  the  last  week 

of  December  and  these  proved  to  be  the  forerunner  of  a  continuous 
stream  with  181  notifications  in  February  and  163  in  March. 

Scarlet  Fever 

4  cases  were  notified  and,  as  far  as  1  can  ascertain,  this  is  the 
lowest  number  ever  recorded  in  the  Borough,  certainly  much  below 
the  previous  year  total  of  47  cases.  The  disease,  of  course,  appears 
of  a  much  milder  nature  and  none  of  the  cases  was  admitted  to 
hospital.  Like  most  of  the  milder  diseases,  however,  respect  must 
be  shown  to  the  doctor’s  orders;  many  a  more  serious  complication 
could  be  avoided  if  all  parents  treated  these  illnesses  seriously. 

Pneumonia 

9  cases  notified  as  against  6  in  the  previous  year,  but  only  one  of 
the  cases  necessitated  hospital  treatment. 

Tuberculosis  (Pulmonary) 

7  cases  notified  compared  with  16  in  1960.  This  again  seems 
very  commendable,  being  over  50%  less  than  last  year,  and  the 
second  lowest  figure  for  10  years.  However,  it  is  going  to  be  very 
interesting  to  see  what  figures  are  produced  next  year.  I  have 
noticed  particularly  that  following  a  visit  of  the  Mass  Radiography 
Unit,  alternate  years,  there  is  an  upward  surge  in  notifications. 
Let  us  not  blind  ourselves  to  the  fact  that  failure  to  attend  the 
Radiography  Unit  does  no  good,  but  only  puts  off  the  evil  day 
when  treatment  may  be  of  no  avail.  I  can  only  repeat  what  I  have 
said  before  —  many  are  those  who  blessed  the  day  they  had  a 
chest  x-ray  and,  though  it  was  a  shock  at  the  time,  are  now  back  to 
full  health  leading  a  normal  life. 

The  Tuberculosis  Table  speaks  for  itself  ‘teenagers  and  early 
twenties’  are  at  risk.  Why,  oh  why,  do  not  more  parents  take 
advantage  of  the  tuberculin  tests  offered  to  their  children  whilst 
they  are  still  at  school!

Whooping  Cough 

3  cases  as  against  10  notifications  in  1960.  Only  once  in  the 
last  10  years  (1957)  when  the  same  number  were  recorded,  has  this 
disease  been  less  than  double  figures.  As  with  diphtheria,  here  again, 
we  have  undoubted  proof  that  immunisation  is  effective  against 
Whooping  Cough. 


Food  Poisoning 

2  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year.  2  small 
children  aged  5  months  and  2  years  respectively.  Complaint  was 
made  regarding  a  certain  item  of  food,  but  investigation  established 
that  older  members  of  the  family  had  previously  suffered  from  sickness 
and  diarrhoea.  The  parents  were  advised  regarding  hygiene  in  the 
home  and  follow-up  visits  made  by  nurses.  As  a  matter  of  interest 
the  food  item  was  bacteriologically  examined  with  negative  results. 


Dysentery 

7  cases  as  against  25  in  1960  were  notified.  No  cases  required 
admission  to  hospital. 


Acute  Encephalitis  —  Post  Infectious 

2  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  and  were  complications 
of  chickenpox  and  measles  respectively.  Both  cases  required 
hospital  treatment  but  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  recovery  was 
complete  on  discharge  from  hospital. 


Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis) 

No  case  for  the  4th  consecutive  year.

No  case  for  the  17th  consecutive  year. 

Public  Health  is  regarded  by  large  sections  of  the  community 
as  somewhat  of  a  ‘"Cinderella".  The  two  above  diseases  1  hope 
speak  for  themselves  and  for  preventative  medicine.  Compared 
with  the  cost  of  hospital  treatment  for  only  one  case  of  either 
disease,  the  cost  of  taking  preventive  action  is  the  merest  fraction 
in  £.  s.  d.  Unfortunately,  there  being  no  cases  is  a  danger  in  itself. 
The  public  are  lulled  into  thinking  there  is  no  danger  and  no  need 
for  protection  —  that  is  when  tragedy  strikes!

The  mortality  table  bears  no  resemblance  to  the  Registrar 
General’s  figures  as  given  in  the  “main  causes  of  death”.  My  own 
figures  have  been  obtained  from  registers  maintained  in  the  depart¬ 
ment  coupled  with  the  death  returns.  In  a  number  of  the  deaths 
primary  diagnosis  was  not  Pul  T.B.,  but  some  other  cause,  tuberculo¬ 
sis  probably  being  mentioned  as  a  secondary  cause  —  or  not  at  all. 

One  of  the  difficulties  with  the  Acts  and  Regulations  regarding 
Tuberculosis  is  that  you  cannot  enforce  a  person  to  accept  public 
treatment  even  though  he  is  a  known  sufferer.  The  person  who 
drifts  from  one  address  to  another  can  be  a  serious  source  of  infection 
unbeknown  to  the  medical  authorities  and  the  public.  It  may  well 
be  that  he  requires  medical  treatment  for  symptoms  entirely  opposed 
to  tuberculosis  and  subsequently  dies,  the  tuberculous  condition 
never  being  recognised  or  divulged. 
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This  is  a  most  complex  question  —  should  a  person  who  refuses 
treatment  remain  on  the  T.B.  register  —  if  he  does,  it  is  difficult  to 
trace  his  future  movements  and  he  may  stay  on  the  register  for  ever¬ 
more?  To  cross  him  off  the  register  is  to  give  a  false  indication 
of  the  actual  number  of  T.B.  sufferers. 

The  Public  Health  Act,  1961,  could  possibly  be  of  assisance  in 
obtaining  a  medical  examination  but  still  does  not  'lit  the  book.'

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

Once  again  I  have  to  record  further  extended  arrangements  put 
forward  by  the  Ministry  during  the  year.  On  the  12th  April  1961, 
following  proposals  by  the  Joint  Committee  on  Poliomyelitis 
Vaccine  the  Minister  announced  that  in  view  of  the  markedly 
greater  risk  of  infection  to  which  children  in  school  are  exposed  it 
was  recommended  that  a  reinforcing  fourth  dose  should  be  offered 
to  children  when  they  entered  school  (normally  at  the  age  of  five) 
and  also  to  children  of  five  and  over  already  at  school  who  have  not 
reached  the  age  of  12.  In  all  cases  the  reinforcing  fourth  dose 
should  be  administered  not  earlier  than  one  year  after  the  third 
dose  but  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  to 
provide  the  added  protection  before  the  summer  season  1961. 
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The  instruction  was  received  by  me  on  the  19th  April,  with  the 
request  that  priority  should  be  given  to  the  scheme  and,  as  far  as 
possible,  schemes  arranged  to  enable  commencement  by  the  15th 
May. 

My  districts  cover  a  vast  area,  and  over  80  council  and  private 
schools  were  involved.  Once  again  a  terrific  strain  was  thrown  on 
the  office  staff  and  in  only  three  weeks  it  was  necessary  to  circularise 
the  Head  Teachers  and  Principals  of  Schools  regarding  the  number 
of  eligible  children.  Following  return  of  the  information  parcels 
of  forms  were  sent  to  schools  and  these  were  taken  home  by  pupils 
for  completion  and  return  by  parents.  Thanks  to  the  co-operation 
by  the  Head  Teachers  no  time  lost  in  was  returning  the  forms  back 
to  the  Health  Department.  The  most  time  consuming  duty  was,  of 
course,  checking  each  individual  child’s  record  card  —  in  a  number 
of  cases  children  had  not  received  any  previous  treatment,  and  this 
created  further  work.  Many  others  had  transferred  into  the  district 
and  this  necessitated  correspondence  with  other  authorities  to 
obtain  details.  Nevertheless,  we  were  able  to  commence  the  scheme 
on  the  17th  May,  and  carried  on  until  the  schools  broke  up  for  the 
summer  vacation;  every  child  who  came  within  the  scheme  had  the 
opportunity  of  being  given  the  ‘booster’  before  the  summer.

The  year  ending  31st  December,  1961,  gives  113  new  units  of 
accommodation,  erected  and  occupied,  this  comparing  favourably 
with  the  yearly  average  of  120  units.  The  building  material  situation 
failed  to  improve  during  this  year,  and  the  brick  shortage  remained 
acute. 

Furthering  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses  in  the  Borough,  all  of 
the  tenants  in  the  Elgin  Place  and  Tenter  Buildings  houses  were 
rehoused  and  the  site  cleared.  The  commencement  was  in  hand  for 
clearing  tenants  from  unfit  houses  in  the  Albert  Street  area,  and  as 
the  year  ended  this  was  proceeding.  During  the  year  107  families 
were  rehoused  from  unfit  houses,  and  85  from  the  waiting  list. 

The  first  redevelopment  in  North  Gate  and  Lovers  Lane  was 
completed  and  40  dwellings  in  three  storey  construction  were 
completed  and  occupied,  whilst  the  sky  line  in  this  locality  was  being 
altered  by  the  erection  of  three  five  storey  blocks,  comprising  bed¬ 
sitters,  2  and  3  bedroomed  maisonettes  with  heating  by  warmed 
air  rather  than  the  conventional  coal  fire. 

The  waiting  list  increased  in  number  from  578  to  608  families, 
but  a  ray  of  encouragemnet  is  to  be  drawn  by  the  fact  that  of  this 
number,  only  112  applicants  living  in  the  Borough  were  without 
separate  homes.

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Housing  and  Public  Administration 

As  this  report  is  being  compiled  the  re-development  of  Summers 
Row,  Lilleys  Row,  Nursery  Row  etc.  Clearance  Area  No.  5  has 
been  almost  completed  by  the  erection  of  3  five  storey  blocks  of 
flats  and  maisonettes. 

When  the  ground  around  has  been  cleared  the  area  should  be 
a  decided  improvement  on  the  old  cottages  previously  on  the  site. 

Areas  6  and  7,  George  Street  and  Bells  Row,  have  been  cleared 
but  unfortunately,  the  land  now  lies  derelict  as  this  is  in  an  area 
scheduled  for  industrial  development  and  very  little  can  be  done 
about  it. 

Areas  8  and  9,  Farndon  Row  and  Tenter  Buildings,  have  also 
been  cleared  and  plans  are  envisaged  for  early  re-development  of 
these  areas. 

The  small  area  No.  10,  St  Mark’s  Place,  has  been  almost 
cleared  and  has  given  an  added  area  for  much  needed  parking  space. 

The  clearance  in  areas  11  and  12,  Chatham  Street  and  Eldon 
Street,  has  only  been  very  slight  owing  to  the  protracted  negotiations 
for  purchasing  some  of  the  properties  and  also  the  slowing  down 
of  available  alternative  accommodation. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  Department  dealt  with  55 
houses  as  individual  unfit  houses  and  74  by  official  representation 
these  being  in  areas  11  and  12. 

Again  the  annual  target  figure  of  75  houses  agreed  with  the 
Ministry  in  1955  has  been  passed  and  since  Slum  Clearance  commen- 
menced  a  total  of  588  houses  have  been  dealt  with  by  the  Department. 

The  clearance  of  sub-standard  housing  accommodation  is 
therefore  well  in  advance  of  schedule  and  every  credit  is  due  to  all 
Committees,  Officers  and  Departments  concerned. 

Early  in  the  year  an  appeal  against  a  proposed  Closing  Order 
by  the  owner  of  3  houses  led  to  County  Court  action  and,  unfortu¬ 
nately,  the  decision  went  against  the  Council. 

Again  the  number  of  complaints  under  general  housing  admin¬ 
istration  have  risen  by  60.  The  co-operation  of  landlords  and 
tenants  has  however  been  excellent  and  in  consequence  only  two 
informal  notices  were  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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The  1957  Rent  Act  appears  to  have  passed  from  the  memory 
of  tenants  of  rented  houses  or  landlords  have  carried  out  consider¬ 
able  repairs,  of  the  two  1  am  not  sure  which  is  correct,  but  only  one 
application  for  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair  was  received  during  the 
year,  and  two  applications  from  landlords  that  work  had  been 
carried  out  were  dealt  with. 

The  problem  of  parking  of  caravans  on  unlicensed  sites  is  still 
with  us  in  spite  of  the  new  legislation,  considerable  time  having  to 
be  spent  in  moving  such  people  on,  and  the  co-operation  of  the 
Police  in  these  matters  is  greatly  appreciated. 

Complaints  of  excessive  smoke  from  industry  have  been  almost 
negligible  and  cases  which  have  been  reported  and  investigated  have 
been  found  to  be  due  to  some  temporary  difficulty  usually  due  to  a 
mechanical  failure. 

The  problem  of  atmospheric  pollution  by  domestic  chimneys 
is  still  apparent  and  as  I  stated  last  year  this  will  have  to  be  consid¬ 
ered  at  some  future  period.  To  stand  and  look  out  over  the  town 
from  the  top  of  Beacon  Hill  during  a  hot  spell  and  see  the  compara¬ 
tive  absence  of  smoke  as  against  a  bright  cold  day  in  winter  gives 
some  idea  of  the  problem. 


Food  Administration 

The  throughput  at  the  Abattoir  increased  again  by  4,134  animals 
the  figures  being  16,400  in  1960  and  20,534  in  1961. 

The  increase  in  throughput  was  due  to  some  extent  to  slaughter¬ 
ing  being  carried  out  for  out  of  town  butchers  whose  premises 
were  being  modernised. 

The  cooling  hall  has  been  full  to  capacity  but  owing  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  cold  air  plant  it  was  not  necessary  to  destroy  any 
meat  except  for  bruising  or  disease. 

Except  for  very  short  periods  early  in  the  day  one  of  your 
Inspectors  is  on  duty  whenever  slaughtering  is  taking  place  and  so 
any  diseased  carcases  are  inspected  immediately  and  can  be  removed 
from  the  premises  very  quickly. 

The  quality  of  stock  sent  in  for  slaughtering  has  again  been  of 
the  highest  standard  and  the  Wednesday  Cattle  Market  has  very 
definitely  resulted  in  a  spreading  of  the  work  more  evenly  over  the 
week  with  less  overtime  being  necessary  for  your  inspectors. 
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Hygiene  of  Food  premises  has  received  considerable  attention 
during  the  year  and  in  most  cases  co-operation  by  owners  and  staffs 
of  such  premises  has  been  very  good. 

As  this  report  is  being  prepared  Licensed  premises  are  being 
inspected  and  where  necessary  suggestion  for  improvement  made  to 
the  persons  concerned. 


Rodent  Control 

This  service  has  again  been  conscientiously  carried  out  by  your 
two  Operatives  and  a  large  number  of  defective  drains  have  been 
discovered  and  later  dealt  with  due  to  their  inspections. 

Contracts  for  regular  treatments  of  business  premises  have 
increased  during  the  year  and  these  regular  treatments  have  con¬ 
siderably  reduced  the  complaints  from  around  such  premises.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  o  f  the  Southwell  Rural  District  Council 
Sir,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report,  1961  of  the 
Health  and  Health  Services  of  the  Rural  District  of  Southwell. 
May  1  state  that,  in  my  opinion,  these  have  remained  very  satisfactory 
during  1961. 

The  birth  rate  has  remained  at  a  higher  rate  than  that  for 
England  and  Wales,  but  the  death  rate  has  somewhat  increased.  It 
will  be  noted  that  in  this  report  the  Crude  and  Corrected  (or  Adjusted) 
Rates  are  given.  The  Corrected  Rate  is  one  that  has  been  adjusted 
by  the  Comparability  Factor  notified  by  the  Registrar  General, 
and  is  a  statistical  method  whereby  these  corrected  rates  can  be 
compared  one  district  with  another  taking  into  account  such  factors 
as  the  average  age  of  the  community  etc. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  has  fallen  very 
considerably.  A  study  of  the  details  of  these  infant  deaths  as 
recorded  in  the  Report  reveals  that  generally  the  cause  was  prematur¬ 
ity  and  congenital  defects,  and  until  more  information  is  obtained 
about  these  "conditions  there  is  very  little  hope  of  preventing  these 
unfortunate  deaths. 

Once  again  amongst  the  causes  of  death,  heart  and  circulatory 
diseases  remain  the  most  common.  There  has  been  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  heart  disease,  but  the  overall 
picture  of  this  complaint  remains  about  the  same.  Cancer  of  the 
lung  remains  at  approximately  the  same  figure.  Again  the  causes 
of  death  due  to  violence  remains  steady  but  high. 

With  infectious  deseases,  there  has  been  a  marked  upsurge  in 
the  total  numbers  of  cases  notified  due  to  the  epidemic  of  measles 
early  in  the  year.  The  figure  of  1 129  cases  recorded  is  the  greatest 
ever  made  in  the  District.  The  trend  of  infectious  diseases  over 
the  last  ten  years  is  recorded  in  tabular  form  in  the  body  of  the 
Report.  Once  again  no  cases  of  diphtheria  have  been  reported 
and  this  also  applies  to  acute  poliomyelitis.  The  figures  for  dysentery 
are  lower  than  in  1960,  but  mild  cases  occurred  and  one  suspects 
that  many  cases  existed  but  no  medical  attention  was  sought.  There 
has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified 
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during  the  year,  and  it  will  be  noted  that  although  the  Registrar 
General  quotes  3  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  as  having  died, 
actually  6  cases  were  crossed  off  our  Register  due  to  death.  One 
can  only  assume  that  the  actual  cause  of  death  was  some  other 
precipitating  factor. 


With  regard  to  measles,  a  very  great  number  of  cases  were 
notified  and  as  there  is  very  little  positive  action  that  can  be  taken 
on  the  preventive  side,  the  question  of  the  value  of  notification 
becomes  rather  an  important  one.  Notification  involves  financial 
transactions;  a  considerable  amount  of  administrative  work  is  also 
involved.  Your  Medical  Officer  did  attend  a  meeting  at  the  Ministry 
of  Health  together  with  another  medical  colleague  representing  the 
Rural  District  Councils  Association  together  with  representatives  of 
the  Association  and  a  deputation  from  the  County  Council  Associa¬ 
tion  with  their  Medical  representatives.  The  upshot  of  the  meeting 
was  that  the  Ministry  considered  it  advisable  to  continue  with 
notification  possibly  until  an  effective  vaccine  against  measles  is 
available  when,  of  course  the  question  of  notification  will  have  little 
significance. 


A  vaccine  against  measles  is  the  subject  of  much  research  and 
up  to  the  present,  vaccines  have  been  produced  but  although  effective, 
they  tend  to  be  rather  disturbing  in  their  reactions.  It  is,  however, 
only  a  question  of  time  before  a  safe,  effective  vaccine  will  be  pro¬ 
duced  with,  we  hope,  the  very  successful  results  that  have  been 
achieved  with  other  infectious  deseases. 


During  the  year  under  review,  the  other  preventive  vaccination 
and  immunisation  schemes  have  proceeded  smoothly.  During  the 
latter  part  of  April,  a  scheme  of  fourth  injections  of  poliomyelitis 
vaccine  was  instituted  for  school  children  up  to  the  age  of  12  years. 
This  involved  a  tremendous  amount  of  clinical  and  administrative 
work,  and  the  majority  of  cases  were  dealt  with  before  the  summer 
vacation  which  was  the  target  set  by  the  Ministry.  The  co-operation 
of  all  members  of  the  Health  Staff  together  with  the  great  assistance 
of  all  Head  Teachers  enabled  this  task  to  be  accomplished. 


The  two  cases  of  aged  persons  dealt  with  last  year  who  had  to 
be  removed  under  the  National  Assistance  Act  had  to  have  renewal 
orders  repeated  at  three  monthly  periods,  but  during  the  year  the 
old  lady  who  was  removed  to  hospital  was  retained  there  as  she 
became  completely  bedridden  and  she  was  incapable  of  expressing 
an  opinion  about  her  future.  The  other  old  lady  has  settled  down 
in  the  old  persons  home  and  has  finally  disposed  of  her  possessions. 
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The  work  on  slum  clearance  has  proceeded  steadily  during  the 
year  and  with  the  increase  in  population,  the  work  of  the  Department 
increases  steadily  particularly  as  new  legislation  comes  into  force. 
Thus  the  bringing  of  the  slaughterhouses  up  to  standard  has  meant 
increased  work,  also  the  Caravan  Act  has  meant  extra  supervision 
work.  The  increase  in  housing  means  additional  work  in  refuse 
collection  and  will  increase  the  demand  for  extra  tipping  space 
which  is  becoming  an  acute  problem. 

In  conclusion,  1  would  like  to  express  my  very  sincere  thanks  to 
you,  Mr.  Chairman  and  all  members  of  the  Council  for  all  the  help 
and  assistance  that  you  have  accorded  to  myself  and  the  Department 
during  the  year.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer  for  his  kindness  in  supplying  the  information  in  the  Report  in 
respect  of  the  work  of  the  County  Health  Services  in  the  District. 
May  1  also  state  how  grateful  1  am  to  all  the  Chief  Officers  and 
Staff  of  the  Council  for  all  their  heip  at  all  times  and  especially  to 
members  of  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department.

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Infectious  Disease 


1229  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the  year, 
the  highest  figure  ever  recorded  in  the  district  and  206  more  than 
the  figure  recorded  in  1955. 


Measles 

Measles  was  responsible  for  the  high  figure  of  1 124  notifications 
during  the  year.  The  infection  started  in  November  1959,  made  a 
poor  Christmas  for  a  number  of  children  and,  in  fact,  carried  on 
until  July,  when  the  figures  did  begin  to  wane  somewhat. 


Scarlet  Fever 

19  cases  were  notified  the  same  number  as  the  previous  year. 
The  disease  again  proved  to  be  only  mild  and  hospital  treatment  was 
required  in  only  one  case  and  this  was  due  to  measles  being  prevalent 
in  the  household  at  the  same  time. 


Dysentery 

4/  V 

13  cases  notified  compared  with  32  in  1960.  Five  of  these 
required  hospital  treatment,  and  all  responded  to  treatment.  Un¬ 
doubtedly,  hundreds  suffered  from  mild  forms  of  dysentery  but  it  is 
difficult  to  educate  the  public  how  important  personal  hygiene  is  in 
reducing  ‘sickness  and  diarrhoea’.  When  you  are  well  continual 
washing  of  hands  is  a  “bit  of  a  bore”  along  comes  the  illness  and 
then  it  is  too  late. 


Tuberculosis  (Pulmonary) 

17  cases  compared  with  10  in  1960.  The  highest  since  1956, 
and  an  increase  of  7  on  the  previous  year.  Do  I  again  detect  that 
these  increases  are  due  to  Mobile  Mass  Radiography  Units,  possibly 
at  the  Collieries,  during  the  year.  It  is  becoming  most  noticeable 
how  figures  fluctuate  from  one  year  to  another. 


Tuberculosis  (Non-Pulmonary) 

6  cases  compared  with  2  in  1960.  Once  more  the  Tuberculosis 
Table  speaks  for  itself  —  “teenagers  and  early  twenties”  are  at  risk. 
I  am  certain  these  figures  could  be  drastically  cut  if  parents  would  only 
take  advantage  of  the  services  offered  whilst  their  children  are  at 
school,  i.e.  acceptance  of  the  offer  made  annually  to  children  about 
to  leave  school  for  a  tuberculin  test  and  vaccination  against  tuber¬ 
culosis  if  they  are  negative  reactors. 
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Pneumonia 

9  cases  compared  with  3  in  1960.  I  am  under  the  impression 
that  considerably  more  pneumonia  cases  occur  than  are  actually 
notified. 

Whooping  Cough 

A  considerable  decrease  compared  with  1960  figures,  32  cases 
as  against  100.  Once  more  I  think  we  can  point  to  the  merits  of 
preventive  medicine,  as  with  diphtheria  so  with  whooping  cough — 
the  vaccines  being  used  for  inoculation  against  these  diseases  may 
be  a  little  tiresome  at  the  time  of  injection,  but  the  present  day  parents 
are  almost  unaware  of  the  misery  these  diseases  used  to  cause,  or  of 
the  financial  cost  to  the  country  and  themselves.  It  is  up  to  all 
Health  Departments  to  remain  on  their  toes  and  propagate  the 
advantages  of  inoculations  —  human  nature  being  what  it  is,  some 
parents  will  not  bother  if  there  is  no  disease  around  —  when  tragedy 
strikes  it  is  too  late. 

Food  Poisoning 

Five  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  Despite  investigations 
no  causative  agent  for  the  poisoning  could  be  defined. 

Diphtheria 

It  is  now  15  years  since  the  last  case  was  notified. 

Poliomyelitis 

No  case  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Immunisation 

Combined  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough 

Arrangements  for  immunisation  agianst  diphtheria  and  whoop¬ 
ing  cough  continued  as  in  the  past.  The  number  of  primary 
immunisations  carried  out  showed  a  decrease  of  14  on  the  1960 
figures.

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

As  we  gain  from  experience  so  the  pattern  of  treatment  against 
poliomyelitis  improves.  Unfortunately,  it  is  not  always  without 
considerable  pressure  on  my  staff  at  the  Friary.  On  the  12th  April 
1961  the  Minister  of  Health  deemed  it  advisable  on  the  proposals 
by  the  Joint  Committee  on  Poliomyelitis  Vaccine  to  recommend  the 
offer  of  a  reinforcing  fourth  dose  to  children  when  they  entered 
school  (normally  at  the  age  of  five)  and  also  to  children  of  five  and 
over  already  at  school  who  had  not  reached  the  age  of  12.  It  was 
hoped  to  give  the  added  protection  before  the  summer  season. 

The  instruction  was  received  by  me  on  the  19th  April,  with  the 
request  that  top  priority  should  be  given  to  the  scheme  and,  so  far 
as  possible,  arrangements  made  to  enable  commencement  by  the 
15th  May. 

My  districts  cover  a  vast  area  and  over  80  council  and  private 
schools  needed  to  be  contacted.  Here,  my  staff  were  involved  in 
contacting  all  Head  Teachers,  obtaining  numbers  of  children  eligible, 
returning  the  requisite  number  of  forms  and  checking  each  one  on 
return.  Without  the  co-operation  of  Head  Teachers  the  task 
would,  of  course  have  been  impossible.  As  usually  happens  a  fairly 
large  number  of  forms  were  returned  that  indicated  no  injections 
had  been  given  whatsoever.  Nevertheless,  it  was  possible  to  com¬ 
mence  on  the  Southwell  Rural  District  Schools  before  the  end  of 
May,  and  every  eligible  child  had  the  opportunity  of  receiving  the 
important  “fourth”  before  the  schools  finally  broke  up  for  the  sum¬ 
mer  holidays.

Ambulance  Facilities 

There  are  no  Ambulance  Stations  situated  within  the  Rural 
District,  and  the  ambulance  requirements  of  the  area  are  met  in  the 
main  by  vehicles  operating  from  Stations  in  adjacent  areas  -  Newark, 
Carlton  and  Mansfield. 


Home  Help  Service 

Home  helps  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  are 
available  throughout  the  area  where  service  is  required  owing  to  the 
presence  in  the  household  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying  in,  an 
expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a  child  not  over 
compulsory  school  age. 

In  maternity  cases  a  Home  Help  attends  daily  for  two  weeks 
from  the  birth  of  the  baby,  excluding  Saturday  afternoon  and 
Sunday,  and  her  duties  include  the  ordinary  domestic  work,  such  as 
cleaning,  cooking,  washing,  care  of  children,  mending  and  shopping. 

In  general  cases  of  sickness  or  when  assisting  in  the  households 
of  old  or  infirm  people,  Home  helps  undertake  such  of  the  above 
duties  as  may  be  necessary.  Part  time  help  can  be  arranged. 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  3s.  9d.  per  hour,  but  where  the 
applicant  is  unable  to  afford  this  amount,  the  County  Council’s 
Scale  of  Assistance  is  applied.

Difficulties  often  arise  in  agreeing  mortality  figures  as  supplied 
by  the  Registrar-General  and  those  derived  locally.  It  will  be 
noticed  that  the  table  in  no  way  agrees  with  the  “main  causes  of 
death”  as  supplied  by  the  R.G.  Probably  one  of  the  main  reasons 
is  that  primary  cause  of  death  is  not  tuberculosis  but  is  a  secondary 
cause,  or  the  disease  may  have  been  completely  overlooked,  or  in 
fact  completely  unknown,  to  the  doctor  signing  the  death  certificate. 

T.B.  Acts  and  Regulations  are  not  without  their  loopholes  and 
a  person  suffering  from  T.B.  cannot  be  forced  to  accept  public 
treatment  and  therefore,  a  constant  check  cannot  always  be  kept 
on  his/her  movement.  Fortunately,  the  type  of  person  refusing 
treatment  are  few  and  far  between,  but  it  may  be  this  odd  person 
who  is  responsible  for  passing  infection.

Conversely,  to  retain  on 
the  register  eventually  gives  wrong  figures,  these  “odd”  people  flit 
from  place  to  place  leaving  no  address  and  disclosing  no  previous 
medical  history.  Some  are  known  to  die  from  entirely  different 
causes  and  statistics  continue  to  include  them  —  whichever  method 
is  adopted  it  is  a  question  of  “heads  I  win,  tails  you  lose”.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Newark  Rural  District  Council 
Sir,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  1961 
on  the  Flealth  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Rural  District  ol 
Newark.  These  have  been  very  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  District  have  remained  satisfactory. 
The  population  figures  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  for  mid 
1961  show  a  decrease  of  400  persons  but  it  is  somewhat  difficult  to 
understand  why  for  there  is  a  steady  natural  increase  in  population 
of  137  persons,  i.e.  the  natural  increase  of  births  over  deaths  and 
also  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  has  increased  by  234. 

The  birth  rate  has  remained  steady  but  the  death  rate  has 
increased  somewhat. 

It  will  be  noted  in  the  Report  that  the  Crude  and  Corrected 
(or  Adjusted)  birth  and  death  rates  are  given.  The  crude  rates  are 
adjusted  to  the  corrected  rates  by  the  use  of  a  “comparability  factor” 
supplied  by  the  statisticians  of  the  Registrar  General.  The  result¬ 
ant  corrected  rate  enables  one  District  to  be  compared  with  another 
and  takes  into  account  an  ageing  population  etc. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  has  increased  somewhat  but  it  is  still 
well  below  that  for  England  and  Wales.  This  rate  is  subject  to 
wide  variation  as  explained  in  previous  Reports  but  it  is  satisfying  to 
know  that  it  is  well  below  the  National  rate. 

Amongst  the  deaths  it  will  be  seen  that  heart  and  circulatory 
diseases  are  the  most  common,  and  of  the  remaining  causes  the 
figures  were  similar  to  those  of  the  previous  year. 

It  will  be  seen  in  the  Report  that  infectious  disease  reached  a 
high  level,  probably  the  highest  in  the  District  in  recent  times. 
This  was  due  to  a  very  large  outbreak  of  measles  early  in  1961 
having  continued  from  the  epidemic  of  the  last  weeks  of  1960. 
The  notification  of  this  disease  is  a  statutary  obligation  placed  upon 
the  General  Practitioners  and  it  is  questionable  how  far  this  require¬ 
ment  is  justified.  Notification  is  carried  out  so  that  the  Public 
Health  Service  can  take  all  necessary  preventive  measures  but  unfort- 
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unately  in  measles,  one  of  our  commonest  diseases,  there  are  little 
or  no  measures  to  be  taken.  Notification  costs  money  and  admin¬ 
istrative  time,  both  to  the  General  Practitioner  and  to  the  Public 
Health  Service.  Your  Medical  Officer  did  attend  a  meeting  at  the 
Ministry  of  Health  as  a  Medical  Representative  of  the  Rural  Districts 
Councils  Association  together  with  another  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  representatives  of  the  Association  and  of  the  County 
Councils  Association  together  with  their  Medical  Representatives 
upon  this  question  of  notification  of  diseases  especially  measles 
and  whooping  cough.  However,  the  Ministry  representatives  decid¬ 
ed  to  retain  the  notification  in  its  present  form  as  they  were  most 
anxious  that  they  should  have  the  necessary  figures  in  order  to  judge 
the  efficiency  of  measles  vaccines  when  they  become  available. 

Such  vaccines  are  the  subject  of  much  research  but  they  are 
not  yet  completely  satisfactory  and  until  such  time  the  present 
system  will  continue.  A  measles  vaccine  will  be  produced  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  it  will  soon  be  available  when  notification  will 
become  a  minor  matter. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  one  case,  an  acute  poliomyelitis  was 
notified  during  the  year.  No  other  cases  occurred  in  the  family. 
The  boy  concerned  had  only  received  one  injection  against  this 
disease. 

No  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  during  1961  and  once  again 
there  were  no  cases  of  smallpox  or  enteric  fever.  A  table  of  in¬ 
fectious  diseases  appears  in  the  body  of  the  Report  giving  the  figures 
for  the  last  ten  years  and  the  trend  of  infectious  diseases  is  well 
illustrated.  It  is  a  matter  of  some  concern  that  there  has  been  an 
increase  in  the  numbers  of  tuberculosis  during  the  last  two  years. 
These  occurred  in  Balderton  and  amongst  somewhat  younger 
persons. 

The  various  schemes  in  operation  for  the  County  Health 
Services,  carried  out  on  an  agency  basis  by  the  Rural  District,  have 
proceeded  smoothly  during  the  year  under  review.  During  the 
year,  the  Ministry  recommended  in  April  that  school  children  aged 
5  to  12  years  should  be  offered  and  given  a  fourth  injection  against 
poliomyeltis.  This  resulted  in  a  very  great  amount  of  clinical  and 
adminstrative  work  and  by  reason  of  the  excellent  co-operation  of 
all  concerned  including  all  Head  Teachers,  the  scheme  was  carried 
out  and  the  majority  of  the  children  in  these  groups  were  dealt  with. 

The  work  in  respect  of  water  supplies,  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal,  refuse  collection  has  proceeded  along  steadily  together 
with  the  work  of  dealing  with  sub-standard  houses. 
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Finally,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council  and 
the  Chief  Officers  and  all  other  officers  and  members  of  the  staff  for 
their  help  and  co-operation  during  1961.  With  regard  to  Health 
Staffs  the  assistance  given  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  his 
Staff  in  providing  information  about  the  work  of  his  services  in  the 
District  has  been  most  useful  and  1  would  like  to  offer  my  most 
sincere  thanks  for  all  his  help. 

In  conclusion  1  would  like  to  express  my  very  grateful  thanks 
to  all  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  assistance  during 
1961.

Farndon,  Methodist  Hall  Wednesday  fortnightly  2  to  4.30  p.m. 

Kilvington,  Women’s  Institute  Wednesday  fortnightly  2  to  4.30  p.m. 

South  Clifton,  Village  Hall  Monday  fortnightly  2  to  4.30  p.m. 

Syerston,  R.A.F.  Station  Friday  fortnightly  2  to  4.30  p.m. 

Ante-Natal  and  post-natal  cases  can  be  seen  at  Balderton, 
Collingham,  Farndon,  Kilvington,  South  Clifton  and  Syerston  during 
the  Medical  Officer’s  sessions  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres. 


School  Clinics 

A  School  Clinic  is  conducted  by  the  County  Council  at  Balder¬ 
ton,  Bullpit  Lane.  Sessions  are  held  weekly  on  Thursday  from 
9.30  a.m.  to  12  noon.  Doctor  in  attendance  alternate  Thursdays. 

(This  Clinic  ceased  to  function  as  from  21st  June,  1962.  School- 
children  now  being  seen  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic). 


Infectious  Disease 

482  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the  year, 
the  highest  figure  ever  recorded  as  far  as  I  can  find,  and  21  more  than 
the  previous  highest  figure  in  1957. 


Measles 

Measles  was  responsible  for  93%  of  the  total  —  447  cases. 
The  infection  commenced  in  the  early  winter  of  1960  and  continued 
in  a  steady  stream  until  June,  following  which  numbers  commenced 
to  drop.  Two  or  three  cases  required  hospital  treatment,  but  this 
was  mainly  due  to  social  conditions  at  home,  overcrowding,  other 
infants  at  risk  etc. 
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Scarlet  Fever 

3  cases  notified  as  compared  with  18  in  1960  and  the  lowest 
figure  for  the  past  10  years  with  the  exception  of  1955  when  the  same 
number  was  notified.  2  of  the  3  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital 
but  both  admissions  were  due  to  social  conditions  in  the  homes. 


Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis) 

1  case  was  again  notified  during  the  year  —  a  boy  of  3  years 
was  admitted  to  Newark  Hospital  for  investigation.  Good  progress 
was  being  made  whan  a  laboratory  report  signified  that  a  stool 
examination  was  positive  to  poliomyelitis.  As  far  as  1  know  the 
boy  responded  to  treatment  and  made  a  good  recovery.  Unfort¬ 
unately,  the  parents  commenced  his  poliomyelitis  injections  in 
August  1959  but  never  attended  again  after  the  first  injection  despite 
several  appointments.  3  more  children  in  the  family  had  received 
a  full  course  of  injections  and,  1  am  sure,  this  stood  them  in  good 
stead  during  the  baby’s  illness. 


Tuberculosis  (Pulmonary) 

For  the  second  year  running  the  notifications  have  numbered 
12,  and  9  of  these  received  some  period  of  hospital  treatment.  9  of 
the  cases  were  notified  as  normally  resident  in  the  Parishes  of  Balder- 
ton  but  all  lived  in  “modern”  houses.  Another  disturbing  factor 
is  that  7  of  the  cases  were  schoolchildren  or  young  adults.  It  is 
probable  that  some  of  these  cases  could  have  been  prevented  had 
every  advantage  been  taken  of  the  B.C.G.  Scheme  which  has  been 
operating  at  schools  throughout  the  County  for  some  years.  Child¬ 
ren  are  given  a  simple  test  which  proves  whether  they  as  ‘positive’ 
or  ‘negative’  to  tuberculosis.  The  Positive  case  means  that  they 
have  picked  up  some  immunity  to  T.B.  which  is  nature’s  way  of 
giving  protection,  and  they  are  given  a  chest  x-ray  to  ensure  they 
are  in  no  way  infectious.  Negative  reactors  are  vaccinated  with 
B.C.G.  vaccine  to  ensure  that  they  have  protection. 


Tuberculosis  (Non-Pulmonary) 

3  cases  of  tuberculosis  other  than  lung  diseases  were  notified 
during  the  year  as  compared  with  1  in  1960. 


Pneumonia 

4  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  during  the  year  compared 
with  2  in  1960. 
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Whooping  Cough 

8  notifications  as  compared  with  25  in  1960.  This  low  figure 
has  only  once  been  equalled  in  the  past  10  years.  Slowly  but  surely 
preventive  medicines  are  making  their  mark  against  what  was, 
only  a  few  years  ago,  crippling  diseases.  The  young  married  couples 
of  to-day  are  totally  unaware  of  the  tragedy  caused  by  whooping 
cough,  with  its  nights  of  sickness,  and  loss  of  sleep  to  patient  and 
parents.  By  and  large  the  vast  majority  still  accept  the  preventive 
measures  of  injections.  Unfortunately,  there  are  still  some  who 
refuse  consent  because  “those  diseases  have  died  out  —  they  are  a 
thing  of  the  past” 

These  people  do  not  think  of  the  health  of  their  children,  they 
are  thinking  only  of  themselves,  some  are  lazy,  others  just  indifferent. 
The  lazy  just  cannot  make  the  effort  to  attend  their  own  doctors  or 
the  clinics.  A  lot  find  it  so  much  easier  to  risk  the  first  five  years  and 
let  injections  commence  when  the  child  starts  school.  Apart  from 
the  hazards  taken  in  infancy  this  is  bad  psychologically,  the  child  is 
taught  to  think  school  is  a  happy  place  to  go  to,  who  knows  what 
happens  to  the  child’s  make-up  when  the  first  thing  that  happens  is  a 
series  of  injections  and  parents  do  nothing  to  prepare  the  child  for 
what  is  to  happen. 


Acute  Encephalitis  —  Post  Infectious 

1  case,  a  complication  of  mumps  was  notified  during  the  year, 
and  admitted  to  hospital.  The  child  made  a  complete  recovery  and 
no  after-care  was  necessary. 


Diphtheria — Smallpox 

No  diphtheria  or  smallpox  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 
Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  however,  smallpox  was  brought  into 
the  country  and,  whilst  thousands  of  pounds  are  spent  in  advertising, 
one  way  or  another,  the  merits  of  vaccination  and  immunisation 
just  does  not  seem  to  register.  Invariably  the  ones  who  scream  and 
deplore  the  absence  of  daily  clinics;  “why  don’t  you  open  on  Satur¬ 
days?”  are  the  ones  who  have  never  had  any  previous  treatment. 


Immunisation 

Arrangements  for  immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whoop¬ 
ing  cough  continued  as  in  the  past.

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

Further  extended  arrangements  were  once  more  encountered 
during  the  year.  Following  advice  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Polio¬ 
myelitis  Vaccine  the  Minister  of  Health  announced  that  in  view  of 
the  markedly  greater  risk  of  infection  to  which  children  in  school 
are  exposed,  it  was  recommended  that  reinforcing  fourth  doses 
should  be  offered  to  children  when  they  entered  school  (normally  at 
the  age  of  five)  and  also  to  children  five  and  over  already  at  school 
who  have  not  reached  the  age  of  12.  This  announcement  on  the 
12th  April  terminated  with  the  hope  that,  as  far  as  possible,  the 
added  protection  should  be  given  before  the  summer  season  of  1961. 
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The  instructions  did  not  reach  me  until  the  19th  April,  via  the 
Local  Health  Authority,  with  the  request  that  priority  should  be 
given  to  the  scheme,  as  it  was  hoped  to  make  a  commencement  by 
the  15th  May. 

With  such  a  large  area  covered  by  the  three  districts,  and  over 
80  council  and  private  schools  to  be  contacted,  this  again  threw  a 
terrific  strain  on  the  clerical  staff  at  The  Friary.  In  the  short  time 
available  it  was  necessary  to  obtain  the  precise  number  of  children 
affected  and  forward  application  forms  in  batches  to  schools. 
Fortunately,  Head  Teachers,  despite  the  added  difficulties  we  place 
on  their  shoulders,  are  very  co-operative  and  gave  every  assistance. 
On  return  the  forms  had  to  be  kept  separate  in  schools  and  each  one 
checked  against  previous  records  to  ensure  that  the  period  of  12 
months  had  elapsed  since  the  previous  treatment.  In  addition 
numerous  applications  were  included  for  children  who  had  made 
no  commencement  of  injections,  and  others  referred  to  children  who 
had  transferred  into  the  district  and  for  whom  further  correspond¬ 
ence  had  to  be  entered  into  with  other  authorities.  Although  we 
were  not  able  to  commence  on  the  date  suggested  every  child  had  at 
least  one  opportunity  of  receiving  the  “all  important  fourth”  before 
the  summer  vacation.
